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Would  it  not  be  a  good  idea  to  ob¬ 
tain  j#*nmhaiou  to  change  the  name  uf 
our  township,  to  one  more  descriptive 
and  appropriate !  We  suggest  that 
of  Shantytown,  as  very  accurately  ex¬ 
pressing  what  the  center  of  uur  town 
promises  soon  to  l«ecozne.  To  be  sure, 
to  complete  the  picture  the  unporta- 
-  tion  of  a  few  goats,  chickens,  and  pigs 
would  lie  needed,  hut  this  could  be 
easily  arranged  for.  We  have  protest- 
ed  lie  fore  against  the  short-sighted, 
selfish  policy  which  is  ragttlly  render¬ 
ing  the  Center  not  unlike  the  old 
h4|iiaftcr  region  of  the  upjier  end  of 
Mill  limit.  UJ  Island.  The  blind  disre¬ 
gard  for  the  general  gcssl,  and  the 
lack  of  onlinary  business  capacity  of 
sotne  large  land  hoblers  of  Bloom 
field  Township  in  times  gone  by  has 
U-en  the  damnation  of  progress  and 
improvement  in  Bloomfield. 

As  »ui  example  of  w  hat  the  contrary- 
policy  is  ca{>able  of  accomplishing,  we 
need  only  pohit  to  the  marvelous  devel¬ 
opment  of  that  section  of  the  township 
known  as  Glen  Ridge.  There  it  was 
recognized  that  the  general  commun¬ 
ity  hail  some  rights  which  the  im livid 
ual  property  holiler  was  Liound  to  ri- 
sjiert ;  ami  no  man  could  buy  a  lot 
without  a  substantial  guarantee  that 
he  would  not  build  upon  it  a  shanty, 
which  would  not  depreciate  the  value 
of  every  hit  of  property  within  sight' 
of  it.  Ami  while  no  present  advant¬ 
age  could  induce  the  property  holder 
to  sacrifice  future  values,  there  was 
no  holding  off  by  one  man,  so  that  he 
might  eventually  reap  the  fruit  of  his 
neighbor’s  enterprise,  without  letting 
go  a  foot  of  his  own  land  to  assist  in 
the  imjirovenient.  What  is  the  result  ? 
Beauty  ami  prosperity. 

If  the  example  furnished  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  the  Heckel  building  and  the 
hotel  were  general,  it  would  be  hard 
to  estimate  the  value  that  would  be  ad¬ 
ded  to  Bloomfield  projierty  generally, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  pleasure  of  its  iu- 
habitauts.  >  \ 

To  show  that  we  base  our  opinion 
on  something  beside  theory,  it  may  be 
stated  that  a  sale  of  a  piece  of  proper¬ 
ty  in  the  Ceuter  at  a  good  price  had 
been  arranged,  when. the  prospective 

buyer  leixruo.1  tfeat  another  “  slied  ” 

w»8  about  to  be  erected  alongside  of 
it,  and 'declined  to  proceed  further 
We  admire  hia  good  sense.  It  may 
be  some  slight  satisfaction  to  the  dis¬ 
gusted  and  outraged  public,  that  the 
results  of  case-hardened  selfishness, 
thick  headed  stupidity, "and  an  utter 
disregard  of  the  dictates  of  common- 
sense  and  common  decency  .like  curses 
come  home  to  roost. 


The  time  is  rapidly  approacliiug 
when  the  democratic  party  of  Bloom 
field,  will  commitJbari  kari  by  securing 
the  appointment  of  some  tenth  rate 
man  to  the  position  of  postmaster  to 
succeed  the  indisputably  competent,

that  some  of  the  more  respectable 
arid  sensible  me  in  tiers  of.  the  party 
have  hold  the  coat  tails  of  the  machine 
to  prevent  cat;istrophe.

lin  to  enrich  me  with  his  practical  wis¬ 
dom, — I  shall  uot  pine  for  intellectual 
companionship,  and  I  may  become  a 
cultivated  man,  though  excluded  from 
what  is  culled  the  best  society  in  the 
place  »  here  I  live.” 

Jeremy  Collier:  Books  are  a  guide

in  youth,  ami  an  entertainment  for  age. 
They  support  us  muter  aulrtode.  and 
keep  us  from  being  a  burden  to  our 
selves.  They  help  us  to  forget  the 
crossness  of  men  and  things,  compose 
our  cares  and  our  passions,  ami  lay 
our  disappointments  asleep  When 
we  are  wean  of  the  living  we  may  re¬ 
pair  to  the  dead,  who  have  nothing  of 
peevishness,  pnde  or  design  in  their 
cul.w  nation. 

John  Milton:  Many  a  man  lives,  a 
burden  to  the  earth ;  but  a  good  book 
is  the  precious  life  blood  of  a  master 
spirit,  embalmed  and  treasured  up  on 
purp  sc  for  a  life  beyond  life.
